The phases and details of acci¬ 
dent prevention are multitudinous, 
but are subject to classification 
under two general captions: "Me- 
cltuiiicu! Rafeguardlng’ s aml "Safety 
Education.”

One class of injury is positively 
preventable through the medium 
of suitable equipment and me¬ 
chanical safeguards; another class 
is not subject to treatment of Ibis 
character but, for relief, must de¬ 
pend solely upon educating the 
Individual in sate practices; a 
third class of injury can be suc¬ 
cessfully dealt with only through 
making operative a combination 
of mechanical safeguarding and 
safety education.

The Question of Preserving or Discrediting 
the United States Constitution Is at 
Stake in the Presidential Contest 


As the presidential campaign progresses 
the number of issues lessens. The miscel¬ 
laneous possibilities which the party plat¬ 
forms provided have been whittled away 
until now but a solitary plank appears to 
remain intact—the United States Constitu¬ 
tion.

American Mining Congress Goes on Record 
Against Important Humanitarian Measure 


GIRLS’ HOCKEY 


SCHEDULE MADE 




The delegates to the convention of tlie 
American Mining Congress at Sacramento 
last Week went on recorrl as opposing the 
proposed child labor amendment on the 
ground that it is not definite enough. This 
action is not unexpected. The mining in¬ 
dustry is one of the several that have 
preyed upon American childhood, the census 
records of 193) revealing 7,191 children be¬ 
low 16 years of age, of whom 647 were be¬ 
tween 10 and 13 years of age, engaged in 
"the extraction of minerals.” With mining 
being carried on in -16 states of the Union, Ji 
of those states have an age limit of 16 years 
or higher for.workers in mines and quarries; 
seven have an age limit for mines, hut not 
for quarries; while 17 states have an age 
limit lower than 16 years or no minimum 
at all. 

\V ith these conditions existing, there is in¬ 
deed every likelihood that once given the 
power to regulate child labor, which the 
proposed constitutional amendment would 
vest in congress, that body would give seme 
of its attention to the mining industry. 

Necessarily the power which the amend¬ 
ment would confer is broad, if that is what 
the miners mean by “not definite enough.” 
The measure does not definitely exclude the 
mining industry or any other from its appli¬ 
cation, and that is fortunate for the chil¬ 
dren’s sake. 

It is perhaps of interest that this first reg¬ 
istry of opposition t<> the chid labor amend¬ 
ment to be heard in California was in Sacra¬ 
mento, the same city in which ottr legislature 
will be called upon to ratify the amendment. 
Let its hope that the legislature by a unan- 
iinous vote in the affirmative will effectually 
nullify the stand taken by the American Min-

Po&its Out That Measure 
Takes Funds Away From 
Highway Work 


By Harvey M. .Toy. 
Chairman California Highway 
Commission 

Amendment No. 1, to be voted 
upon by The People at the gen¬ 
eral election, Tuesday, Noveml>er 
4. is the initiative proposal of 
motor stage and truck lines oper¬ 
ating as common carriers. This 
measure ought to be given careful 
perutiny by every voter in Cali¬ 
fornia. Its passage will bring 
about radical changes in several 
particulars. 

In the first place, it proposes 
a 4 per cent tax on the gross re¬ 
ceipts of all motor vehicle com¬ 
mon carriers, except those oper¬ 
ating exclusively within the cor¬ 
porate limits of municipalities 
the same to be paid in lieu of 
all other taxes. It means that 
such carriers would escape pres 
ent personal property taxes, state 
motor vehicle license and weight 
fees, eity regulatory licenses, anil 
possibly the gasoline tax. 

The present state rate on these 
carriers is 4 per cent of their 
gross receipts. 

Secondly, the amendment pro 
vides that the money collected 
from these carriers "Shall he used 
for the current expenditures of the 
state or such special funds as may 
be provided by law.” At present 
these taxes are divided between 
the state and the counties for 
highway maintenance and recon 
struction. 

The 4 per rent rate, as fixed 
in the amendment, cannot be 
changed except by a two-thirds 
vote of both houses of the leg 
islature. 

Will Decrease Present Tax 

While a reading of the ifrgn 
nient presented in favor of this 
amendment might create the im 
pression that the stages and 
trucks favor placing a tux npor 
themselves, what they actuailv 
will receive is a substantial de¬ 
crease in their present tax if the 
amendment carries.

"Shock * due to intense ♦excite¬ 
ment” from witnessing the acci¬ 
dent in which J. D. Hedge, editor 
of the Redwood City Standard,
